Engineering Internship 
Gives Theory, Practice 


_-. By SANDRA LIM 
This year Hartnell college; in cooperation with the city 
of Salinas and Monterey county, initiated the recently-estab- 
lished Student Engineering Intern program, a three-year 
plan of work and study leading to the associate of arts 


degree. 

Created by city officials and 
college adininistrators last spring, 
this program is essentially a plan in 
which college students with apti- 
tude and interest in engineering 
and technical work have the op- 
portunity to gain practical work 
experience, earn a moderate in- 
come, and, at. the same time, com- 
plete the requirements for the A.A. 
degree. 

This program is emphasized as 
being designed primarily for stu- 
dent, who, for financial or other 
reasons, might not be able to take 
a four-year course to obtain a bach- 
elor’s degree, and who wish to qual- 
ify for the non- professional or tech- 
nical type of work in the fields of 
engineering and planning. 

Employed Part Time 

Under this plan the students 
work as part-time»employees in a 
city or county engineering or plan- 
ning: office. They receive training 
in the particular field they select, 
and the work assignments are co- 


ordinated with the course work. At- 
tending classes“half days and work- 
ing the other half, they carry a 
course: load of approximately ten se- 
mester units. 

Prescribed for. three. years of 
collegé, a course of study includes 
the basic mathematic and engineer- 
ing courses, courses required for 
graduation and suggested electives. 

The students who hold po- 
sitions in this program are. se- 
lected on a competitive basis by 
representatives of the city, the 
county and Hartnell college.

By SANTIAGO FLORES 
Hartnell’s placement bu- 
reau handles various types of 
occupational services for both 


student job-seekers and busi- 
ness concerns, “according to Mrs. 
Anne L. Harper, bureau head. 

It calls to the students’ attention 
openings in various civil service 
jobs; part-time, temporary and full- 
time employment in individual and 
business establishments, and sum- 
mer job employment opportunities 
on other campuses. 


In addition, it assists student ap- 
plicants in the filling out of ap- 
plication forms, writing of letters 
of application, _arranging for job 
interviews, and other job: counsel- 
ing. On the other hand, it con- 
fronts prospective employers with 
student’s experiences’ in different 
fields. 

Experience Given 

Business 81 students are em- 
ployed in work-experience jobs on 
a half-day basis. This semester 36 
students are employed on. this pro- 
gram_-as stenographers, typists, book- 
keepers, and office clerks in various 
downtown establishments. 

Half of the students’ time is de- 
voted to college work, while the 
other half is spent on the job. 
These students receive a maximum 
of 12 units of credit a year, in ad- 
dition to financial remuneration.
